fixed by the Coustitution of the State of Florida for the
convening of the Legistatuve,

Tuesday, April 7, 1925

The Senate convened at 12 o’clock, noon, and was
called to ovder hy Hon. Theo. T. Turnbull, President of
the Sevate.

The Secretary of the Senate anuounced that the Secre-
tary of State had certified to the election of State Sena-
tors at the general election of November, 1925, and that
the same had been filed.

Secvetary Charles A, Finley, by direction of the Presi-
dent, called the voll of the hold-over members of the
Senate and the following answered to their names:

The oath of office was administered to the foregoing
recently elected Senators by the Honorable Thomas F.
West, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Florida.

A quorum was annouuced.

The Senate proceeded to the organization of the body:
Mr.. Hodges presented the name of the Honorable John S.
Taylor of the Eleventh District, to be President of the
Senate for the ensuing two years.

There being no other nominations, Hon. John 8. Taylor
was elected by acclamation and was declared the President
of the Senate.

Mr. Hodges moved that a committee of three be ap-
pointed to esecort the newly-elected President to his seat,

‘Which was agreed to.

And Messrs. Hodges, Calkins and Swearingen were ap-
pointed.

Hon. Theo. T. Turnbull, former President of the Senate,
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received the newly-chosen President and introduced him
to the body.

The Hon. Chief Justice of the Supreme Court admin-
istered the oath of office to Senator John 8. Tavler as
President of the Senate.

Mr. Hodges placed in nomination the name of Hon. W.
A. Russell of the 26th District, to be the President pro
tempore of the body.

There being no other nominations, Hon. W. A. Russell
was elected to be President pro tempore of the Senate,
by acclamation and was escorted to a seat by the Presi-
dent’s side by a committee composed of Messrs. Calkins,
Singletary and Turner.

Mr. Hodges presented the name of Charles A. Finley of
(‘olumbia County, to be Secretary.

There being no other nominations for the office, Mr.
Charles A. Finley was elected Secretary of the Senate by
acelamation.

The Chief Justice tof the Supreme Court administered
the oath of office to Mr. Chas. A. Finley as Secretary of
the Senate.

The committee to wait upon the Governor, to notify him
that the Senate was organized and ready to receive com-
wmunications from him, appeared and reported that they
had performed the duty assigned them and that the Gov-
ernor desired to deliver his message before the Legislature
in joint session on Wednesday, April 8th.

The committee was discharged with thanks.
Mr. Hodges offered the following Resolution;

Senate Resolution No. 3:

Be it Resolved, That the President of the Senate
is hereby authorized to employ one competent stenographer
to act as Secretary to the President of the Senate and
perform such other stenographie duties as may be directed
by other Senators, with the permission of the President
of the Senate.

Mvr. Hodges moved the adoption of the resolution.

Which was agreeed to.

Mr. Hodges offered the following resolution—

Senate Resolution No. 4:

Be it Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate
is hereby authorized to employ one competent person to act
as Index Clerk, whose duties it shall be to index the Senate
Journal in concert with other appointees to same clerk-
ships by Attorney General and House of Representatives
and perform such other services as directed by the Secre-
tary of the Senate.

Mr. Hodges moved the adoption of the resolution.

Which. was agreed to.

Second, That the Governor’s Message shall be made the
Special Order for Wednesday. immediately on completion
of the roll call.

And respeetfully requests the conerrrence of the Senate
thereto.

Mr. Malone moved to amend the House Concurrent Reso-
lution No. 1 so as to read that the joint session of the two
TTouses shall be fixed at eleven o’clock A. M.

Which was agreed to.

The Resolution as amended was read and adopted and
ordered to be certified to the House of Representatives
immediately.

Mr. Hodges moved that the Senate do now adjourn
until 10:45 A. M. tomorrow.
